The number uf Uvea that 
huve been eacrlflced and the number of 
IH-rsona Injured can only be eatimated. 
The moat reliable oompnUtlon at midnight 
Is that not not leaa than aixty and perbap* 
eighty penon* have been killed outright 
and 100 injured. 

it rained bard all day until about i p. 
m., when the *uu *bOBe for about half an 
hour. Then the aoene change wiUi a snd- 
denneaa that was appalling. The Itoeoy 
cloud < gnve way to the ominous signs of a 
comiDK storm. In tho western sky tho 
storm wa* aeon approaching with a 
thundering noise. Parson* reelding aloag 
the traok of the atorm aay that they 
auw tho flrst signs of danger In a funnel- 
hliupcd cluuil which aoemod to gather up 
every thing witbin its reach and cast It 
right end left Out In the oonntry bouses 
and bam* were unroofed, farm ontboild- 
Inga were overturned, crape rooted up 
aad destractiOB spread In every dlreotlon. 

The traok of the storm wa* not more 
than 200 feet wide, and It I* lucky that It 
only touched the suburba of the city. It 
came from the west and passed along the 
aortbam border ef Beadtog, 

PIrat it touebed the Monat P«aa atore 
works. Here the corner ot the boUdlng 
was atruck. and u portion of the root waa 
cutoff ai nicely aa If done by a pair of 
aoiaeors. Then tha storm crossed some 
fields and took off a portion ot the root 
of J. H. Sternberg's rolling mllL 
A numlMsr of dwolllnga were un- 
roofed ua readily as If their tin 
roofs were paper. Tho atorm hurried 
orrosa the pra|>erty of the Reading 
Ilallroad Company and crossed the rail- 
road. A passenger car waa, cTerturned 
ah quickly as if it had been B toy, and ito 
splinters scattereJ In every direction. 

Meanwhile the rain poured down in tor- 
rents. The stmosphero twojma heavy and 
oppresslTS^ audit waa almoet aa daritaa 
night. 

Un one side of the trnck nf the Heading 
railroad was s.t'.iutcd tho imiiit-shop of the 
company. It was a ouc-slory building 
ab)Ut to by UO feet in sisa. Here 
about thirty men were employed In paint- 
ing pasaenger cara. The building waa 
struck squarely tn tho middle, and the 
bricks scatcored about ss if tbey were 
playtblog*. Tho cars wore turned topsy- 
turvy, while the men wore burled nader 
the debris. Some of the brloks were 
carried away. The chamber of each of 
the passenger cars wa* already filled with 
gas, as they were ready to bo taken ont on 
the road In a few dayj.

The silk mill was built atiout four years 
ago. The builders were Heading capitol 
isto aad the ooat of putUng It up wa* Ma,- 
oogi The mtUwas leased to Orlmshaw 
Brothers, of Patarson, If. J. The ma- 
chinery cost H\000. This is a totol lose. 

Augustus E. Boscup was the foreman of 
the first and eecond floors of tho silk mill 
Ha tdls the following story: 

"ItWSS sbottt i:M o'clock when Iwentte 
the sssond story to turn en the eleotrio llghla. 
After I hsd done this I steed leoklag about the 
lOom far sbeat ten mbmtea. Bnddaaly I heard 
a roshlag BO(*o, which rthOBght wa* a STSloae. 
Ths bnlUUng thea shook. I srsa itaadlsg In 
the seuthsra end et the nosi, aad bsftne 
I could look out ol the wtadew I 
(ell tbo liulldlug slsk. QaWc as 
UghtninK the portion of the room that I was 
In went down. Ths girls rushed about me 
cryiDK and screaming and callloK for help.

That was Ihe wsy It imprssscd 
me. WhUe we were golag down I saw tae ether 
portloaa of the floor tslL la s attaate stt waa 
ever, ne seresmlsg of tlu giris wss heart- 
rending. I waa knocked dBvn nader heavy 
timbers and held fast Dy my toot I eould 
move every other part of my body exeepling 
my legs. I reached down with mj knife 
and cut tho shoe oS my foot In this way 
1 tMoame loosened and managed to arise. 
Amid the screams of the irlrls and falling 
beams and hnck* 1 sueoeednd In oscaplnit. 1 
got out of the ruins on the eastern a'.do of 
the building, but how I do sot know. I culled 
W the girls OS loudly as I could. They were 
aVtorr.blyexotledaad I never wluessed any 
thlBg aoawtal lkai| my Ufa Maay of them 
heard me aad worind IheBieM* towaid me. 
At aomeplaeee It aeemed a* If tba Boor waa 
oinaod aa a aoUd mg**, aad the girls 
would er*ep around thla, crawl over the ma- 
chines and creep on their beads and knees un- 
til they got to the opening where I was.

a oanaoa, Baag, baac, baag, they re. 
eonnded over the city, eaiuing the 

people to run OBt of thoir hon«s 
thinking that H waa the sound of 
an earthquake. There was a con- 
elderable quantity of gasoline in the build- 
ing, and this added fuel to the flamea. A 
sheet of fl.imo shot upward with the roar 
of musketiy. About twenty of the men 
bad a chance to crawl out of the debris, 
but four of their oompaniona were en- 
veloped In tbe flames. Their cries were 
heard for a moment by the terrified work- 
men and then their voices were hnahedl 
forever. Tbey were quickly roasted to 
destb. 

The aepartmcnt was called out but Us 
services were unavailing. Tbe building 
and cara ware ooiuumed tn flftoan minutes 
aad nothing left but blackened, smoking 
rains, under which lay four human beings 
buruad to u crisp. Their nsmes arc: 

John Keller, Albert Landberger, Sheri- 
dan Jones and Oeorge BohaSer. ' 

It was rumored that several others had 
been killed, but these are the only ones 
known to havo IobI their lives. Aaron 
Dewalt one of tho employes of the paint- 
shop, had his arm broken, and George 
KnabbwoB Injured Internally, no doubt 
futally. The loaa to the railroad company 
is fully rivOOO. 

When this was going on the storm wss 
traveling with fearful rapidity. It must 
huve traveled at tha rate of lUO milea an 
hour. It atruck eome more private housee 
and unroofed a doaen prlvato residences. 
The huge sbceu of tin were carried half a ' 
square away and deposited In a lot Then tho 
storm proceeded in its full fury. Dlroclly 
in ito path, at tbo corner of Twelfth and 
Hsrion streets, stood the Reading sUk 
mill, one of tbe Industries of the olty In 
which the citisens took tho greatest pride. 
Hero about 173 girls were worklui;. The 
budding was a huge structure, most suti- 
stantially built, four storiee In height and 
had a baaement bealdea It occupied an 
entire block ot ground. The building 
itnelf was nearly 800 feet in length aad 
about l&O feet wide. It was aurmountad 
by a mnaalvo tower fully 100 feet from the 
ground. The funnel-shaped storm-cloud 
struck the building directly in tbe center 
on lU broad eat side, which faced the west 
It fell to pieces oS If composed of 
so many buildinc blocks. Nearly 800 
human beings wont down in the 
awful wreck. Human tongue can never 
toil the torrlble scenes of that hour. The 
wsUs gave way, the floors fell down, one 
on top of the oilier, and carried their groat 
massof human beings to the bottom. Tho 
bricks were piled up In tho greatest con- 
fus on. Amid the hnrrlcana, tbe whistling 
and roaring ot the whid, terrible cries 
for succor were sent up to Heaven. 
It was a moiucut that tried men's 
aouls. Girls with blackened facee, bruised 
nnd broken limbs, their clothing tattered 
and torn, dragged themselves from the 
niina Bo, probably, 73 to 100 escaped 
or were dragged onl l y their frienda 
Those worked on the upper floora 
and were thrown near the top of 
Ihe dehn.s. At some plhees tbe bricks 
were piled twenty feet deep aad under- 
neath are lying human bodlea by the 
score. About SGO girls and yoBBg women 
were usunlly employed In the i^l. but at 
4 o'clock eighty were rellered firom dtily 
for tho day. 

The alarm for relief was immediately 
sent out and in a short time thousands of 
cltlsens arrived to help out the dead and 
llio dying. Tho scene was hnrrowni}? 
nnd beggars description. The mill is 
situated near the foot of Mount Ponn, 
n high mountoln overlooking the oitv. 
When the people arrived every thing 
was enveloped In darkness. Huge bon- 
flros were built which cost a dismal glare 
on tho scene. Tbe fire companies left 
the burning paiut-sbop and aaslstod In 
tbe rescue ot tbe dead and tbe dying. 
The entire police ferae waa called 
out The ambulance aad relief corps 
aad 1,000 people wore In among the 
iahrla oarrytng out bricks, pulling sway 
timbers and assisting wherever tbey

UTBS LOST AT FITTSBtTBOB. 

PiTTSBtTROB, Pa., Jan. m— A terrible 
storm of wind and ball, the worst known 
for years, swept over the city shortly after 
noon Wednesday, carrying with it death 
and destmctlon. Tbe atorm waa formed 
with a suddenness that was overwhelming, 
and as tbe wind, acoompaned by bail and 
torrents of skin, awept along the 
stroote, pedestralos were burled before It 
and barely escaped being crushed nnder 
vehicles passing along the thoroughfares. 
Suddenly, In tbe center of tbo city, tbere 
was a terrible crash, and a few mhintes 
lator the Central Ore alarm sounded a call 
from box fourteen, oo tbe corner of Dia- 
mond aad Wood streets. 

Hundreds of people with blanched faces 
hurried to the scene, when It was found 
that the cyclone bad catight the new 
building on Diamond street owned by C 
J. Wilioy, and burled It. to the earth, 
covering up two acores of mangled human 
bodlea. The building waa In course of erec- 
tion. It waa forty by eighty feet in 
dimensions and waa aeven stories high. 
Tho front of the bu.lding bad not yet been 
put in, and tbe wind entered theJilgb 
shell from the open end ; the high walls of 
bricks and undried mortar parted, one 
falling each way, partly wrecking nearly 
a. doaen buildlnga The main force 
ot the crushing building was thro'wn 
against Weldin A Cc's bock store on 
Wood street aad the barber shop of Prod 
Bchnmaker at 41 Diamond atreet The 
rear of Weldln's store was crushed In and 
the front ef the building was forced out 
Into Wool street The barber-shop waa 
completely demolished. The leather 
store next to the WiUey building, 
oooupled by W. H. Thomas was also 
wrecked. The rear end of R Watt ft Ca*s 
book-store was crushed in, while some 
ot the falling 'debris struck Joseph Ricb- 
baum's building, fronting on Fifth 
avenue, breaking the windows and 
Injuring a number o( employes. A por- 
tion of the wall of a millinery store next 
to Tbomaa was brokan In and Uie windows 
and doors In a number of surrounding 
buildings were broken. Tha building of 
Heu Bros. & Co., stock broker.*, on tbeoor^ 
uer of Diamond and Wood streets, was 
partly wrecked and tbe oooupaots barely 
escaped. 

Within five mlnutes>fMr tbe collapae of 
the building the xtreets were filled with an 
excited crowd notwithstanding the fact 
that the rain nnd hall waa poartng down 
In a perfect deluge With the arrival of 
theflremen tbe work of rescue was begun. 
Laddera were run up lo the second and 
third stories ol the Weld.n building. 
The flrst person tsken uut was a young 
woman cmpliyed as a type-writor who, 
fortunately, had eeca^ed serious injiffy. 
Crowds of men weie eager to take up 
tho work of rescue. Every little while 
fresh localities whei-o men had been 
caught were found. At the time 
of the disaster about tweaty-Bve 
mea ware at work oa tha buUdlag 
and not one escaped Injiiry. In the barber 
shop next door seven men were imprls- 
unoil, while a bolf-doien more were buried 
beneath tbe debrla of tbe Waldln build- 
ing. Chief Brown, Coroner MeOowell, 
Building Inapeotors Praak and Rl«b- 
ley and a acore of physicians were 
early al the scene. The hospitals were 
notifle<l and a short time later the clang 
ot ambulance beila aad patial wagoaa 



were heard. Contractoi* Both and nina 
had twenty-flve wagons and carte on the 
scene inside ot an hour, and prirato ax- 
pressmen went with their wagoaa aad 
their aid in helping to rescue the tMIbm. 

Up to 10 o'clcck p. m. forty mangled and 
bmlsed bodlea bad been teksn f r om the 
mlaa. Boma were deed, others were dy- 
ing, aad away ware fatally injured. Oao 
or two died oa the way to the hospltaL 
From the best information obtainable aev- 
en were killed outright or died In a abort 
time and thirty-six others were injured. 
UtobaliaTadtbattbeUat ef dead wiUbe 
greatly laereaaed. 

Inspector of Pblloe McAleese said at a 
lata hour that he was ot tbe opinion that 
from fifteen to twenty-five piraonawero 
yet In tbe rulna, and be would not be atir- 
priaed If tbe deatb-Ust would be Increased 
to fifteen or twenty. Dr. J. L. Reed, a 
prominent physician of Allegheny, 'waa la 
Weldin'a at the time, and be Is stlL miss- 
ing. It Is feared that be is dead. 

Rarly In the evening tbo voice of a boy 
named Oottman waa beard Issuing from 
the debris, but tbe reaeaers eoald not lo- 
caU him. Be said be was all rlghtif thcr 
could get at blm. At 13 o'clock, however, 
be hod not been reached and no aound 
could be beard. It Is feared that be 
died of exhaustion. Young Ooehrlng 
waa taken out about 9 o'clock. His po- 
sition was such that he could not be raa- 
cued sooner, and he was kept alive hy 
feeding beet tea and whisky to him 
tbrongh a rubber tube. A aamber vt 
Barrow eacapes were reported. BeTea 
men were thrown from the aerMth 
atory to the ground and escaped with 
slight Injuries. Adolph Herman 
on tbe tolegraph wires and waa 
uninjured. 

AT WIIXIAMSrOBT, Tk. 

WiixiAMsFOBT, Pa., Jan. la— Ihe stem 
waa very violent here. A large naafter 
of buildings wore damaged and a portion 
of tho new Demorest sowing-machice 
factory was blown down and tbe re- 
iflitd*' partially unroofed. Several 
balUlag ware blown down and othara 
were damaged. The loss at the Demoreat 
works Is over 110.000. 

All kinds of theories have been ad- 
vanced for the collapae of tbe boUdlaK la 
aome lastanoea tha reaponslblUty la ptaeed 
on the oontrsctors, while In othera the 
building Inspectors are blamed. Nothing 
definite can be known, however, untU an 
Investlgstlon Is made. 

A nut factory 'owned by Bcntreger *Oa.i 
In the Seventeenth ward waa bloim down' 
during the storm and a man named Hlnaa 
killed. Tbe loss waa tl8,00a 

The cyclone wrought Mrrible destnw- 
tlon in other parte of the city and out aloag 
the rallroada centorlng here. A portion <d 
the foundry of Molatoab, HamphlUAOa. 
on Thirteenth street was wrecked, aa waa 
alao a house la. Allegheny. At Wall'a 
station, on tho Fennsylvanta rail- 
road, a large brick building, ovmed 
by tbe Westiaghouaa Aiir-Brake Con- 
paay waa partially demolished, and at 
Wllmerdlng, Pa., a coal tipple wsa • 
wrecked. At McKeesport houses were 
unroofed, trees blown down and windows 
smsshad. Three houses in course of ereo- 
tlon wen blown to pieces. Oa the rivers 
a niimbf r of boats were torn from their 
moorings and cast about Uke corks, bat 
they 'were secured before nnoh damaga 
wasdona. 

A DtSASTBB AT SUManBT, PA.

The Jan. 4th issue of the Rich- 
mond (Ky.) Register says: The 
not unexpected has happened, and 
the race war has broken out at fie-' 
rea College in this county. Every- 
body who reads knows that Berea 
College was establi^lled on the (alse 
principle that "O'one blood are all 
nations of the earth." In other 
words it has attempted in a South- 
ern State to ran an institution where 
the idea that "n ni-gro is as good as 
a white man" was predominant. A 
large endowment fund for the sup- 
port of tbis BQho< \ h*i becD fur- 
nished by wtUomisaninx individuals 
of thq North, and for years it has 
been reasonably prosperous. Tbe 
two races— white and black— have 
been aboat equally distributed 
among the classes. Year by year, 
however, the colored element has 
increased, until this year it has 
reached the asceiidency, and the not 
unexpected re.suK h:i8 come to pass. 
At Berea College, it should be re- 
membered, whites and blacks recite 
in the same class, room in the same 
building and bat at the same table. 
A short time since some of the white 
students rebellsd against this ar- 
rangement and eatabiished a tabk 
of their own. On Monday night 
last a colored student took a seat 
at this table, and a row ensued. Of 
course tha colored boy got tbe worst 
of ii, but the matter did net end 
here. After the meal there was a 
consultation, and tbe colored ele- 
ment met the white students out- 
side. Knives and other weapons 
were drawn, and for a time there 
was every appearance of a race war. 
The Protessors, however, interierred 
and quieted things for a time. But 
it is believe«l that the truce is only 
temporary, -"titl that trouble ot a 
very serious and alarming nature is 
brewing in thb peaceable village of 
Berea. It i« even alleged that some 
of the subordinate teachers are en- 
gaged in tlie rebellion. With some 
four l;uijdied students in the Co'- 
lege, more than half of whom are 
colored, there are reasons to appre 
bend something more than blaster 
and bravado, and reports yesterday 
indicated that matter!) were grow 
ing worse. 

We have never been unfriendly 
to tbe education of tbe black race ; 
on tbe contrary we warmly favor 
the scheme. But we are decidedly 
opposed to mixed white and black 
schools, and we think tbe time is 
at Land when our earnest, mistaken, 
dhristian friends kt BereH will dis 
cover that iheir effort to force the 
equality of the whites and blacks is 
a failure.

This salting process may be re- 
peated in about ten days' (.'.o more 
saltpetre).

Without (t they will 
turn elimr, and no( keep in condi 
tion a month, but if dry as a chip 
can be kept twelve tnontb*.
